EERE EE EE ES GLOOM SH ROUDS 


GERMANS’ VIEW. 


Outlook for Export Trade is 
Full of Pessimism. 


Shortage of Raw Materials is 
Depressing Factor. 


Labor Troubles and Low Ex- 
change also Drag Down. 


(BY CABLE—EXCIASIVE DISPATCH] 

BERLIN (via Copenhagen, Oct. 
7.) — Through reports by its recently- 
created Foreign Trade Office, the 
German government today paints a 
gloomy picture of its own immediate 
economic future. 

“General economic conditions in 
Germany continue, as previously, to 
suffer from the harmful effects of 
lack of coal and raw materials as 
well as wage demands, strikes and 
the lowered productivity of labor,” 
it reads concerning the situation at 
the beginning of October. In spite 
of heavy orders and comparatively 
favorable selling terms in other 
countries, insignificant production, 
together with low exchange, makes 
the importation of raw materials 
and foodstuffs increasingly difficult. 

The barley crap situation is re- 
vealed as more or less satisfactory 
and then the industrial situation is 
taken up. 

“Because of the shortage of ma- 
terials and coal, the reduced output 
of the workmen, the increased ex- 
penses and consequent unprofitable- 
ness in the operation of our indus- 
tries, we have been compelled to 
limit our activities by the shutdown 
or discharge of some employees, in 
addition to which the demands of 
the workmen have also led the shut- 
downs. 

MORE MEN EMPLOYED. 

“In spite of this the labor situa- 
tion shows a gradual improvement. 
The number of unemployed reported 
in 150 large cities shows not more 
than 400,000, although this total 
will be considerably larger in view 
of the return of prisoners and the 
large number of fugitives from the 
occupied territory of lands separated 
from Germany by the treaty.” 

The report holds that as a result 
of the increasing extreme acuteness 
of the railroad conditions the coal 
situation has grown worse. 

“There has been a decrease in 
steel and iron production, during 
the last month,” says the report, 
“and it is to be feared, in view ot 
the bad transportation situation, a 
further decrease may occur. 

“No electro-technical industry _is 
exceedingly active. but delivery de- 
mands cannot be met because of 
the coal and raw material shortages 
and because of the difficulty in ob- 
taining finished parts. especially 
those of porcelain, for the delivery 
of which twelve months is required. 
Therefore, the exports cannot be in- 
creased the full extent desired.” 

CHEMICAL OUTLOOK POOR. 

Conditions in the chemical indus 
try it is reported, have grown worse. 
and although the prices are already 
materially raised, a further rise is 
to bé looked for. The potash situa- 
tion Is unchanged. Deliveries are be- 
ing made to the neutrals and Eng- 
land, and have begun to America, 
but many orders to the English 
colonies in South Africa cannot 
be filled. 

The foreign trade office says the 
textile industry is also seriously 
threatened by the coal situation and 
other dangers, adding: 

“The raw material supply ts again 
hit by a further decline in the value

HIGH PRICES CAUSE. 


LACK OF PRODUCTION IS GEN- 
ERAL AND ONLY CURE IS 
A SPEEDING UP. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—That re- 
stricted output is steering the 
United States toward disaster is the 
assertion of Herman H. Westing- 
house of the Westinghouse Airbrake 
Company, who is in attendance at 
the industrial conference. 
“Restricted output is just another 
name for lack of production,” said 
Mr. Westinghouse, “and it is, of 
course, the principal factor back of 
the high cost of living, I believe 
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the condition has come about 
through the disorganization follow- 
ing the war period rather than 
through any deliberate intention of 
the workers. 

If, however, there are among the 
workers those who cling to the an- 
cient theory that the restriction of 
output can increase employment 
and thereby add to the comfort and 
happiness of the workers, there cer- 
tainly never will be a more com- 
plete refutation of a mistaken theory 
that is furnished by the situation 
today. Restricted production has 
raised prices so high that all the 
people suffer and the worker him- 
self suffers perhaps most of all 


CONDITION IS GENERAL 


“Manufacturers of goods of every 
description have known that if pro- 
duction had fallen off in plants gen- 
erally ag much as in those coming 
under their own eyes then a suffi- 
cient explanation of the soaring of 
prices was at hand, but it was not 
until many large manufacturers as 
sembled at Washington for this 
conference that it was possible for 
them to learn just how far the ex- 
perience in one plant is the expe- 
rience in all. Restricted output, un- 
fortunately, is as prevalent as an 
epidemic. 

“The entire situation may be 
likened to a reservoir. There can- 
not be a constant drawing out of 
the contents without a correspond- 
ing replenishment or emptiness 
will result.

AUSTIN (Tex.) Oct. 56.—B. F. 
Yoakum of 71 Broadway, New York 
City, former chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Frisco Rail- 
road, has just written a letter to 
Gov. Hobby, in which he expresses 
regret over the Governor's recent 
deciaration in favor of intervention 
in Mexico. The fact that Mr. Yoa- 
kum has made a study of political 
and industrial affairs of Mexico for 
many years and that he, at one 
time, had plans considerably ad- 
vanced for constructing a railroad 
from Matamoros down the gulf 
coast to Tampico makes what he 
has to say in regard to Mexico at 
this time of unusual interest. It is 
said that his opposition to inter- 


vention reflects the sentiment of 
practically all American business 


men who are well informed as to 


the real situation in Mexico. He 
says in his letter to Gov. Hobby: 

“There has been a widely-spread 
propaganda against Mexico, with a 
view of forcing military invasion of 
that country by the United States. 
Our armies could march into Mex- 
lco City and take possession of the 
capital in six months, as other for- 
eign invaders have been able to do, 
but that is not whipping the Mex- 
ans It only establishes a tem- 
porary power. They won't star 
whipped. 

DEVELOPMENT PROBLEM. 

“To do justice and give sibstan- 
tial aid to an unfortunate people 
that have been exploited for four 
centuries is a problem of develop- 
ment to be accomplished through a 
broad constructive policy, tempered 
with humanitarian principles. By 
this course far more can de 
accomplished in a few years than 
fifty years of and military 
power. 

“We should not fall in every way 
possible to establish the most cor- 
dia) relations and aid the upbuild- 
ing of the republic of Mexico to the 
highest standard of citizenship in 
agriculture, manufacturing and 
mining, thereby conmructing the 
most 1 fortification possible 
for this nation’s defense, sesides 
aiding a neighboring nation of will- 

workers—if given a chance. 

“With Mexico unfriendly to us, a 
strong assault by any foreign foe 
will not come entirely from the 
high seas, but through Mexico, if 
we fail to appreciate and treat with 
justifiable consideration the peeple 
south of the Rio Grande. Our Mex- 
ican policy can be so shaped as to 
either make that republic our great- 
est protection for the future or our 
greatest menace in the maintenance 
of our supremacy on the Western 
Hemisphere. 

GERMAN MENACE. . 

“Germany is now aiding her citi- 
zens to buy homes in the richest 
agricultural sections of Mexico. 
These German communities can be- 
come a troublesome and ous 
power if this country allows itself 
to be influenced by designing nations 
to enter war with Mexico. Japan. 
also, is acquiring property in Mex- 
ico and getting a foothold wherever 
possible. 

“Uppermost in the minds of the 
Mexicans during all their wars has 
been a cry for lands. To help the 
Mexican people in home and fac- 
tory building under existing condi- 
tions in Mexico ia faced with difii- 
culties, but not insurmontable. I 
do not mean in too large a way in 
the beginnivg, but gradually under 
a well-matured plan applicable to 
the situation, and without too much 
friction with the characteristics of 
the Mexican nature.

STRIKE BAN IS 
DUE TO UNIONS. 


Cummins Railroad Bill Car- 
ries Severe Penalties. 


To be Reported Out Next 
Week; is Assured Passage.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—There is 
to be a showdown in Congress on 
the question of compulsory arbitra- 
tion and of the right of organized 
labor to strike without consideration 
of the public welfare. . 
when Senator Cummins of Iowa an- 
nounced that the Senate Committee 
on Interstate Commerce, of which 
he is.chairman, wil] recommend 
next week the passage of the Cuni- 
mins railroad bill, including the 
provisions prohibiting strikes and 
lockouts in the transportation sys- 
tems of the country. 

The bill will be amended in some 
particulars, but its general out- 
lines will be preserved in every re- 
spect. The anti-strike provisions 
are to be changed 
phraseology, 
not be altered. 

Senator Cummins expressed con- 
fidence today that the Senate would 
ratify ethe recommendation of the 
committee with regard to the pre- 
vention of strikes and lockouts, de- 
spite the opposition of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor and the 
railroad brotherhoods. He explained 
that the legislation should not be 
regarded in any sense as the fore- 
runner of similar measures to pre- 
vent strikes or establish compulsory 
arbitration. The time had come, he 
sald, when the interest of the pub- 
lic was 80 vitally concerned in the 
continuous operation of the rail- 
roads that legislation to prevent in- 
terruption of traffic by strikes or 
lockouts is absolutely imperative. 

WARNED UNIONS. 

The Sena said he had decided 
to advocate’ anti-strike legislation 
for railrogé employees with consid- 
erable relgctance.

INCREASING IN PERIL. 


RIGORS OF WINTER ADD TO DIS8- 
TRESS OF HUNTED, PERSE- 
CUTED NATION.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—Disheart- 
ening cablegrams were received to- 
Gay at the office of the Armenian 
national delegation in Washington 
regarding conditions in Armenia, 
and it was announced the situa- 
tion u s0 precarious both the 
Armenian delegation in Paris and 
the government of the Armenian 
republic of Ararat are sending dele- 
gations to the United States to urge 
assistance for the struggling nation. 
The Prime Minister of the republic 
of Ararat, Mr. ounl, is 
Already on his way, and is expected 
in New York within a few days. 
In addition, it is announced Gen. 
Antranik, one of the Armenian 
heroes of the Furopean war, is also 
coming. A cablegram from J. A. Mal- 
colm, representative in London of 
the Armenian national delegation, 
says: 

CLOTHING COLLECTED. 

“Gen. Antranik is here collecting 
funds among Armenians and buying 
and sending clothing to Transcau- 
casia, hoping that as many Armen!i- 
ans, men, women and children, as 
possible, may be saved. They are 
now apparently all but abandoned by 
their Christian friends, and are 
without arms and ammunition to 
defend themselves 

“A distressing. perilous, harassed 
and hunted condition confronts those 
who have escaped the fury of their 
Moslem Turk and Tartar enemies, 
who now threaten them again on al! 
sides. Rigors of approaching winter 
add to the danger. Gen. Antranik 
considers that a very moderate for- 
elgn force would suffice to occupy 
and give tranquility to Armenia, and 
that two years" occupation would be 
sufficient to give the Armenians 
breathing time to resettle and cre- 
ate a militia strong enough to de- 
fend themselves and their country. 
At the end of six months after oc- 
cupation, one-third of the foreig¢n 
force may be withdrawn. At the 
end of a year one-third more, and 
at the end of two years, the re- 
maining third could be withdrawn. 

COMING TO AMERICA. 

“If it ia not too late. strikes per- 
mitting, Antranik will, subject to ap 
proval after consultation with Bog- 
hos Nubar, sail for America and 
place himself at the disposal of the 
Benate committee.”

SUGAR EXPORTS 
MAY BE BANNED 


McNary to Introduce Measure 
to Check Famine. 


Would Extend Powers of the 
Equalization Board. 


Situation in Sacramento is 
at an Acute Stage. 


(EXCLOSIVE DESPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.-——-A meas- 
ure to relieve the sugar shortage 
will be introduced in the Senate to- 
morrow by Senator McNary of Ore- 
gon, chairman of the committee in- 
vestigating the sugar situation. 

The measure provides for the ex- 
tention of all the powers of the 
Sugar Equalization Board under the 
Food Control Act until December 
31. 1920; authorizes the continu- 
ance of the licensing system, and 
would also empower the President 
to put an embargo on exportation 
of sugar should conditions warrant 
euch action. 

The embargo provision of the pro- 
pesed law reads as follows: 

“Whenever during this year end- 
ing December 31, 1920, the Presi- 
Cent shall find that the public wel- 
fare shall so require, and shall make 
proclamation thereof, it shail be un- 
‘awful to export from or ship from 
or take out of the United States 
to any country named in such proc- 
lamation, or to import into or ship 
into or carry into the United States 
from any country named in such 
proclamatior any sugar mentioned 
in such proclamation, except at 
such time or times, and under such 
regulations and orders and subject 
to such limitations and exceptions 
as the President shall prescribe un- 
til otherwise ordered by the Presi- 
dent or by Congress; provided, how- 
ever, that no preference shall be 
given to the port of one State over 
those of another. 

TEXT OF EMBARGO. 

“Any person who shall, or at- 
tempt to export from, ship from or 
take out of the United States to 


mation, or who shall, or attempt 
to tmport into, ship into, or carry 
into the United States from any 
country, suger in violation of this 
act, or of any regulation or order 
made thereunder, shall be fined not 
more than §6000, or if an actual 
for not more 
than two years, or both, and any 
sugar exported or tmported, or so 
attempted to be exported or import- 
ed may be seized and forfeited to 
the United States.” 

Provision also ig made te refuse 
clearance of vessels suspected of at- 
tempting to violate the embargo, 
with a fine of $5000 or imprison- 
ment for not more than two years, 
or both as a penalty for such vio- 
lation.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—The Car- 
negie, the famous non-magnetic ship 
of the Carnegie Institution, and the 
only ship in the world in the con- 
struction of which ‘no fron or steel 
was used, will sail tomorrow on a 
two years’ cruise, covering 6600 
miles. On this trip. which will be 
the sixth the Carnegie has made in 
her ten years’ service, the scientists 
on board, each a specialist in his 
line, will continue the magnetic sur- 
veys made on previous voyages and 
conduct other scientific investiga- 
tions. 

Nothing is allowed on board which 
ean affect the compasses and other 
delicate instruments specially mage 
to carry on these magnetic surveys. 
The ship is built of wood, bronze and 
copper, and depends principally on 
eafl power, though it carries an 
auxiliary engine to help in running 
out of storms. 

It is the only ship ever dull 
on which compass deviations due to 
the presence of tron are eliminated.

CAN SELL UNDER LAW. 

On the other hand, baggage stored 
in hotels and not claimed, can also 
be sold after thirteen months ac- 
cording to law: Such baggage has 
greatly increased since the war. 
The storerooms of most New York 
hotels are filled with trunks and 
bags left by soldiers who have never 
and there 
is also @ lot of baggage left by peo 
ple who went to Burope before the 
United States entered the war, and | 
who were then unable to get back. 

rom time to time the hotels 
turn thie baggage over to their at- 
torneys to be sold at public auction. 
Mr. Harry Livingston, who does the 
auctioning, has his storeroom back 
of an antique shop on Thirty-first 
atreet. Twice a month this place is 
the scene of a mad riot, while specu- 
lators and dealers fight for the 
goods. The interesting feature of the 
ale is that the baggage it sold 
with absolutely no guarantee that 
it contains anything of value. in 
fact, the lack of this guarantee ed 
expressly stated in the ad, which 
the law provides must be inserted 
in the newspapers before the sale 
takes place. 

BAGGAGE IS SEALED. 

Every piece of baggage is sup- 
posed to arrive at the auction room 
securely fastened, in the condition in 
which it was found when the guest 
vacated. As soon as it is ascertained 
that a guest has fled without pay- 
ing his bill, a trusted employee of 
the hotel ise sent to the room, who 
examines the contents of the bag- 
gagze—especially letters, papers and 
even laundry marks—with a view 
to securing some trace of the miss. 
ing culprit. Any information ob- 
tained is written out and filed with 
the man's account. In most cases 
the man has his trail so well* cov- 
ered that it is tpossible to trace him. 
but when the time for the sale of 
his property occurs a notice is sent 
to whatever address is found in his 
effects. This soldom results in an)- 
thing but a waste of postage. 

It has been complained by pvr- 
chasers. that much of the baggage 
is tampered with and many articles 
of value removed before it is sent 
to the auction rooms, so most of the 
higher class hotels now have each 
trunk and suit case firmly sealed 
before it is taken from a bedroom.

With trembling hands he 
picked them up, and at once he was 
the center of a group of excited men, 
eager to see how much they were 
worth.

Mr. Livingston is 
willing to vouch for the veracity of 
this, because the police were going 
to arrest the dealer, thinking he had 
stolen the pearls, and the auctioneer 
had to go to court and swear that 
they had been bought. 

Another instance was that of a 
man who bought a trunk, and was 
surprised to find inside a leather 
dag containing many pieces of old 
silver, upon the proceeds of which 
he is now educating his family. This. 
however, happened to be the result 
of a mistake made by a hotel porter, 
which eventually cost the hotel 
$12,000 The couple who owned the 
silver were living in the hotel at the 
time, paying their bills, and had 
given the Ger to the porter to 
store in the hotels baggacge-room. 

ONE TRAGIC INCIDENT. 

Still another case, which is not so 
pleasant but lives in the memory of 
the dealers because of its great dra- 
matic value, was that of a man who 
opened suit case and found therein 


the corpse of a new born baby. The 
police were at once notified, but au 
efforts to locate the owner of the 
bag proved futile. It was left by a 
woman who had occupied an expen- 
sive suite of rooms, 
bill and had gone away, apparently 
forgetting her sult case.

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HE HIGH COST OF LOAFING. 
Reduced to epigrammatical expression, 
the sovereign remedy for reducing the high 
cost of living is less conversation and more 
hustling. A day lost is never regained; tho 
units of labor that are wasted in strikes 
and sabotage will never increase produc- 
tion. The waste of labor in the last twelve 
months has been infinitely greater than the 
war waste, grievous as that was; and those 
whose only means of sustenance is hones‘ 
toll have been hit hardest by the resultant 
high prices. 
By reason of government activity in in- 
dustry during the war many members of 


the working classes (who, include three 


fourths of this country’s population) look 
to the government to do something to re- 
lieve a situation that is rapidly becoming 
intolerable. They seem imbued with the 
false idea that, because the people support 
the government, the government, in turn, 
should support the people. Impossible 
promises made by political demagogues 
have given birth to this hape. It is a mi- 
rage that has led to countjess political rev- 
olutions, not one of which has ever reme- 
died an economic condition. 

The United States Council of National 
Defense has realized that the country looks 
to the government for relief; and it has 
outlined a plan of action to bring about 
a co-ordination of production and consump- 
tion. Newton D. Baker, Secretary of War, 
is chairman of the council and five other 
Cabinet officers are directors. In a state- 


ment just issued the council says that it | 


“has made a careful investigation of the 
problem and finds as fol- 
ws: 


That the nation’s productive powers 
have not been fully utilized since the 
armistice. 

That too few goods have been pro- 
duced and that some of these goods 
have been withheld from the market 
and therefore from the people. 

That the high cost of living is due in 
part to unavoidable war waste and in- 
crease of money and credit. 

That there has been considerable 
intentional and uninten- 


Those four paragraphs are the net result 
of the Cabinet investigations, conducted at 
& cost of several million dollars. It gives 
One the impression that the investigators 
searched diligently, but in the wrone place. 
Labor is the basis of all production: it is 
the root of industry: but the searchers 
climbed the tree and looked only among 
the branches. An investigation 80 super- 
ficial as that would not be possible if there 
Was not a great deal of superficiality in the 
President's Cabinet. 

A Senate investigation committee report- 
ed recently that there had been an average 
Waste in this country of $10,000,000 a day 
during the last six months from strikes and 
sabotage. it learned that there had been 
an AVOIDABLE war waste which totals 
billions of dollars. The government experi- 
ment in railroading alone has cost the coun- 
try more than $1,000,000,000. But the Cabi- 
net failed to discover any of these facts. 

During the last two years the average 
Wages of workmen in the United States 
have doubled; and the increase has of ne- 
cessity bean added to the selliii price of 
the articles they produced. It is just pos- 
sible that the rice in prices due ta wages 
increases has had something to do with 
the increased cost of living; but the Cabi- 
net failed: to notice it. 

Since the armistice was declared a wind 
of radicalism has swept over the working 
Classes. There has been a vast amount of 
soviet and LW.W. propagandizing, resem- 
bling a poison-gas attack. At least a mil- 
lion foreign workmen in this country and 
altogether too many native-born have been 
practically incapacitated for production by 
reason of its effects; but the Cabinet failed 
to note ita deleterious influence. 


When partisanship and patriotism clash 
among politicians partisanship almost in- 
variably gets the best of it. The Council 
of National Defense was unquestionably 
moved by a high purpose when it began 
the investigation of the high cost of living; 
but there are unmistakable indications that 
it prepared its report with an eye on the 
labor-union vote of the country and was 
actuated by a desire to conserve it next 
year for the Democratic party. 

Candor is lacking. The attack on the 
profiteers is justifiable and commendable. 
It is unquestionably true that “the nation's 
productive powers have not been fully util- 
ized since the armistice.” But the failure 
of the report to place equa! blame upon the 
fomenters of strikes, sabotage and indus- 
trial discord and the lack of reference to 
labor and political profiteering brands it as 
a political document. 

Many of the remedies suggested are com 
mendable; but, like the findings, they fail 
to go to the root of the trouble. Atty.Gen. 
Palmer made an appeal to the union-labor 
leaders two weeks ago for a truce on 
strikes during the next six months in or- 
der to give a free field for increased indus- 


trial production. But this remedy is not 


proposed in the Cabinet report. in hort, 
there ie not a word in the findings cr rec- 
ommendations of the Council of National 
Defense to indicate that there has been 
such a thing as a strike in this country, 
since the armistice. It may be politics: it 
may be timidity; but it certainly is not a 
desire to face conditions candidly as they 
are and make the best of them. 


There is a commendable appeal for in- 
creased production; and with the follow! 
admonitions The Times fs in full accord:

The entire nation—producer, distrib- 
utor and consumer alike—should re 
turn to the unity that won the war.

AYING THE PRICE. 

The Fast is threatened with a coal 
famine during the coming winter which 
will strike the families of the poor harder 
than any that have gone before. It is not by 
reason of a scarcity of coal, but because 
the United Mine Workers’ Union has form 
ulated demands which, if granted, would 
double the price of coal, and if refused 
would lead to a general strike of the coal 
miners. .. 

In either case the families of the work- 
ing classes would lose. If the price is dou- 
bled, the poor will be unable to purchase 
fuel; if a strike is called there will be 
no coal. The strike of the coal miners is 
set for November 1. A statement issued 
by the National Coal Association shows 
that the increase demanded would add 
$1,000,000,000 to the cost of coal during tho 
coming year, and that would mean doubling 
the retail price. 3 

There is certain to be much suffering anf 
misery throughout the country during the 
winter; and the greater part of it can be 
traced to strikes and sabotage. The unton 
workers do not seem to be aware that they 
are striking continually against their own 
prosperity. They talk about class solidarity 
and forget that it is their own class that 
is hit hardest by strikes and curtailment of 
production. 

The coal miners ask for a six-hour day 
and increased wages. Six years ago the 
coal miners worked ten hours a day, They 
now propose to work six hours a day and 
receive three times as much for six hours 
as they received formerly for ten hours’ 
work. Formerly a miner dug 100 bushels 
of coal in ten hours and received $2.50 in 
pay; that was at the rate of 2% cents a 
bushel. He now asks $7.50 for a six-hour 
day, in which he would produce sixty 
bushels of coal; that is at the rate of 
12% cents a bushel. 

Stop and figure who would pay that er- 
tra 10 cents a bushel. The coal operator 
would charge it to the wholesaler, the 
wholesaler would pass it along to the re- 
taller and the individual consumer would 
finally pay it with the extra tax for handling 
charged by each agency through which it 
passed. That increase asked by the miners 
means cold and hunger in the homes of a 
million of workmen. The miners them- 
selves would be no better off, and a million 
others of the working classes would fare 
worse. Nationalization would not help, for 
the government would have to charge 
enough for the coal to pay for production 
and handling. The unions are proving more 
clearly day by day that they are the worst 
enemies of the working claasea, 


MMEDIATE CO-OPERATION NEEDED. 

Notable and valuable as has been the 
work of the Soldiers and Sailors Replace- 
ment Bureau in this city in placing 12,026 
returned service men in jobs since bu- 
reau was opened, the middle of last Janu- 
ary, at a cost to the city of but 17% cents 
per job, the bureau at the present time has 
yet before it a serious problem. This is a 
problem in which the? business and profes- 
sional men of Los Angeles can give direct 
ald. It is the proper placing of ex-soldiers 
who have knowledge of a technical voca- 
tion and scientific men of high ability who 
have been detained in the government serv- 
ice long after thousands of others have 
been released, for the very reason of their 
special capabilities. 

It is obvious that this high type of men 
cannot easily fall into the indiscriminate 
list of employments offered by the bureau.

service and advancement. 

The bureau is receiving a heavy regis- 
tration from the First Division, which went 
to France with Gen. Pershing. These men 
have been longest in government service 
and many have acquired a new vocation 
from their army experience which makes 
them valuable for positions in advance of 
the ones they filled before going to war. 

The most difficult task the bureau has to 
perform is that of providing proper places 
for these ex-soldiers; and The Times feels 
certain that if this matter is called directly 
to the attention of the men of affairs of 
this city who require the services of tech- 
nically-trained workers they will gladly do 
what they can to make provision for the 
returning soldiers who desire positions 
commensurate with their abilities. 


CURE. 

Franklin H. Wentworth, secretary of 
the National Fire Protective Association, 
hit the nail squarely on the head when, in 
a speech before members of the local Cham- 
her of Commerte, he told that body that 
the most efficient method of fighting forest 
fires and every other destructive kind of 
conflagration is a campaign to impress up- 
on every individual citizen a sense of his 
responsibility and personal Mability for 
starting fires. The speaker pointed out 
that, through indirect taxation, everyone 
must, to some extent, bear the cost of all 
great fires and he declared that if the avy. 
erage citizen realized it he would be more 
responsible. Certainly all the legislation 
and preventive measures in the world will 
be inadequate to protect the country from 
destructive fires so long as a few careless 
fools continue to throw lighted cigarettes 
into rubbish heaps or to leave glowing 
coals in deserted mountain camps.

Three are Reported Killed on First Day of 


Ocean-to-Ocean Airplane Race.

SALT LAKE CITY (Utah) Oct. 
8.——-Maj. D. H. Crissy, pilot, and 
Sergt. (First Class) Virgil Thomas, 
observer, of Mather Field, Sacra- 
mento.

those who have made a careful 
study of the situation. 

The tri-counties organization is 
composed of Orange, Riverside and 
San Bernardino counties, Their 


representatives are to meet Thurs- 
day in Anaheim to take up the mat- 
ter of procedure. In the interest of 
the Los Angeles county district, Wil- 
us 8. Jones, engineer for the Po- 
mona Valley Protective Association, 
appeared before the City Council 
today and urged the necessity of 
having as large a representation as 
possible at the Anaheim meeting to 
register a vigorous protest against 
the tri-counties organization at- 
tempting to take over the San An- 
tonio Creek. 

Engineer Jones explained that 
there are several points of vital in- 
terest to the tern part of Los An- 
geles county involved in the matter 
which is of the greatest importance. 

The whole question also involves 
; Water rights which are of the great- 
= value. Thig district has a right 

on use of all over 965 inches of 
water from the creek in summer 
and all above 740 inches in winter. 
These amounts have been definitely 
settled by the courts. That this sur- 
plus water can be secured and used 
to the best advantage it is all im- 
portant that the Los Angeles dis- 
trict have contro] of the creek, ac- 
cording to Engineer Jones.
